Correspondence. 


From New England, 


Editors of The Pacific: 

As I now recall it, the Ministers’ Club 
of San Francisco recently discussed 
“The relation of the churches to the 
Young Men’s Chrigtian Association.” 
The relation of the a A, to the 
churches of Connecticut has been one 
of the new features of the religious 
work here during the last two years. 
Thinking a brief account of this work 
would be of interest, I have collected 
a few facts, and give a few observations. 


In October, 1875, their State Execu- 
tive Committee resolved to canvass the 
state in a manner similar to that which 
had been employed so successfully in 
Massachusetts and other of the New 
England states in preceding years. They 
therefore prepared and sent out circu- 
lars to many of the country towns, ex- 
pressing a willingness to hold gospel 
meetings with those pastors and 
churches desiring them. Many availed 
themselves of this offer, and some thirty- 
four series of meetings of about three 
days each were held in different parts 
of the state during the winter of 1875-6. 
These gospel meetings were conducted 
by laymen, “members of the Y. M. C. 
A., who were chosen for that work. 
Some gave their time and bore their 
Own expenses; others gave their time 
only, the Association paying their trav- 
eling expenses; a few received both 
compensation and expenses. But no 
cost of this work came upon the 
churches visited. Many of these gos- 
pel-workers, as they are styled, have 
shown marked fitness and ability for 
the work; and what is of far more 
consequence, the Holy Spirit has been 
pleased to own and bless their labors to 
a remarkable degree. Reports from the 
places in which these meetings were 
held, showed an aggregate of thirteen 
hundred conversions. It is not claimed 
that all these conversions are the result 
of the gospel meetings; for in many 
cases there was much interest, before 
the workers were invited to assist, and 
in almost every casefthe good work was 
carried on long after they bad gone. 
But it is fair to give this as a result of 
the work in connection with their labors. 

During the past wihter the work has 
been carried on even more earnestly, 
and some fifty-one series of the gospel 
meetings have been held. Many of 
the best pastors in the state have solic- 
ited and received their aid. The bless- 
ing of the Holy Spirit has continued to 
attend their labors, and many souls 
have been saved. It was my privilege 
to be present at one series of these 
meetings, (they stay three to fifteen 
days, as circumstances seem to indicate) 
and I would like to — of that work 
in particular. 

It was in one of the old churthés; or- 


ganized in .1724, in a town that has. 


failed to secure railroad communication, 
and on that account has lost much of 
its former influence. The church there 
was ina similar condition—lacking in 
Vital power, yet. having a few faithful 
ones. They had enjoyed no special re- 
ligious interest there for over twenty- 
five years. Active workers were few, 
and the great majority of the young 


people of the place were growing up 
without Christ as their Savior. During 
and following the week of prayer, some 
were praying earnestly for the blessing 
of the Spirit. On the 16th of January, 
a fellowship meeting of the neighboring 
churches was held there, and unmis- 
takable signs of the presence of the 
Spirit were seen and felt. But what 
could a pastor in feeble health, having 
very few among his people to whom he 
could look for the needed help, hope to 
do? Here he appealed to the gospel- 
workers, and three of the brethren came 
to his aid. The result was such an out- 
pouring of the Holy Spirit, such a har- 
vest of souls as had not gladdened the 
church for thirty-three years. The 
young, the middle-aged, and those with 
silvered heads were alike the subjects of 
its power. Upwards of fifty expressed 
hope, nearly forty cf whom. have al- 
ready united themselves with the 
church. 

When the workers closed their can- 
vass, in May, some thirty unaccepted 
invitations, «asking for an early visit, 
were in the hands of the committee, 
and at a recent meeting they resolved 


to continue this work during the com- 
ing year. M.

Lesson for Sunday, Aug. 12th, 1877 
—Acts xvi: 22-34. 
PAUL AND SILAS IN PRISON. 

I. “Zhe persecuted apostie—Paul and 
his companions fared no better in their 
new field than they had fared in the 
old. At Lystra, Paul was stoned; at 
Philippi, Paul and Silas were beaten and 
east into prison. | 


(22.) the multitude rose Up, 


etc.”’—not to Jay hold of them with vi- 
olent hands, but simply to accuse them 
before the magistrates. ‘‘And the mag- 
istrates rent off their clothes, etc.” Lis- 
tening to the clamors of the people, the 
rulers of the city stripped Paul and 
Silas, and ordered them to be beaten. 
(23.) ‘‘And when they had laid many 
stripes upon them.” Paul says, in 2 
Cor. xi: 25: “Thrice was I beaten with 
rods.” This is one of the times to 
which he refers; the other two the his- 
torian has not recorded. As full of suf- 
fering and persecution as the history is, 
it does not tell all that these faithful 
Christians endured. The beating was 
with rods or switches bound together, 
and inflicted upon the naked body, the 
victim being bound to a post. The 
punishment was no ordinary beating. 
They laid “many stripes’”’ upon them. 
“They cast them into prison, etc.”’—as 
though they were to be detained for 


| further punishment. 


(24.) **Thrust them into ae: inner 
prison ?’—in obedience to the command 
to “keep them safely.” “In the stocks” 
—an instrument of torture as well as 
confinement. No wonder Paul after- 
wards speaks of being “shamefully en- 
treated at Philippi.” (1 Thess. ii: 2.) 

Ul. The rejoicing apostles,— (25.) 
“ Prayed and sang praises.” Notwith- 
standing the severe treatment they had 
received, these two suffering men, with 
their flesh torn and bruised, their feet 
so confined in the stocks as to greatly 
increase their pain, upon the hard prison 
floor, looking forward to the morrow 
with expectations only of renewed and 
perhaps more severe persecution, made 
the midnight air to resound with songs 
of praise. Does this seem strange, that 
Paul and Silas, in pain, in prison, in ex- 
pectation of still greater pain to be en- 
dured, should break forth in songs of 
praise? How like the apostle who ex- 
horted others to ‘rejoice evermore,” to 
rejoice even at this time! How like 
him who wrote, “Be filled with the 
Spirit : speaking to yourselves in psalms 
and hymns and spiritual songs, singing 
and making melody in your heart to 
the Lord, giving thanks always for all 
things unto God ”—to sing praises even 
in prison! He who knew that “all 
things work together for good to them 
that love God.” might well, after he had 
‘‘prayed,” “sing praises,” Every Chris- 
tian’s trust in God ought to be such 
that he shall, at all times and under all 
circumstances, be full of joy, even to 
singing. The promises of God are full 
and complete; believing them, there is 
no occasion for fear. Consecrated to

Ill. Phe prison opened.—(26.) “ A 
great earthquake.”? Not an uncommon 
occurrence in that part of Europe. ‘All 
the doors were opened, etc.”—hardly, 
we should suppose, as the result of the 
earthquake, but in connection with it— 
miraculously, by the direct power of 
God, in answer, doubtless, to the 
prayers of Paul and Silas. 
opposes, God’s work must go on. If 
we are engaged in his service, we can- 
not fail, for we have the power that 
created the universe to assist. us. ‘If 
God be for us, who can be against us ?” 
While the Christian yet prays, God 
grants the blessing, so that he may ever 


‘mingle praise with supplication. . 


IV. The anxious jailer.—(27.) “And 
the keeper of the prison, ete.”?> What 
a contrast between the feelings of the 
believing apostles and the unbelieving 
jailer! They who trust in God rejoice 
even in the midst of suffering and dan- 
ger; they who trust only in themselves 
and others are filled with terror at the 
mere expectation of evil. The jailer 
was about to kill himself, thinking the 
prisoners had escaped, because he feared 
the magistrates who had charged him 
to keep them safely. He knew no high- 
er power to whom to look for help. _ 

(28.) ‘*But Paul cried with a loud 
voice, etc.”? The voice of the Gospel 
is ever loud and urgent, and its cry is: 
“Do thyself no harm.” It bids men 
not despair on account of anticipated 
calamity. The expected evil may never 
come, and if it does, there will be 
strength given to withstand it. “ My 
grace is sufficient for thee.” 

(29.) “Came trembling ”—in great 
fear, but not now in fear of punishment 
from the magistrates, as his question 
and the answer of Paul and Silas will 
show. 

(30.) “What must I do to be saved ?” 
The jailer had, perhaps, heard Paul and 
Silas preach, and knew something of the 
doctrines which they taught. The man- 
ifestation of divine power which he saw 
in the earthquake and opening of the 
prison doors, together with Paul’s words 
and manner, must have breught home 
the truth to his heart, and convinced 
him of his need of the salvation which 
these men had been preaching, causing 
him to be anxious, and bringing him to 
the feet of Paul and Silas, a humble 
inquirer. 
vinces men suddenly of the truth of the 
Gospel, and makes them to cry out anx- 
iously, ‘What must I do to be saved ?”” 

V. The converted jailer,—(81.) ‘And 
they said, etc.’ There is no attempt 
now, on the part of Paul and Silas, to 
allay the jailer’s fears. He. has sufli- 
cient cause to be anxious. That which 
he fears is a real danger. But they tell 
him immediately how he may be saved : 


| * Believe in the Lord Jesus Christ, and | 


thou shalt be sayed, and thy house.” 
They preached to him the gospel of sal- 
vation—salvation by faith — salvation 
free to all. What an opportunity here 
to hold up Christ to each scholar as Ais 
Savior! Believe, and thou sbalt be 


quiring souls in our classes. Here is 
the very truth they need. Can we not 
speak some earnest word that will lead 
them to Christ? That is’ our business 


as Sabbath-school teachers, and here is | 


our opportunity. Pray earnestly, and 
then speak boldly. God will do the 
rest. 

(32,) ‘‘And they spake unto him, ete.” 
—gave them sufficient instruction con- 
cerning the doctrine of the Christian re- 
ligion to enable them to believe. 

(33.) “And was baptized, etc.’? There 
was no delay. Gospel-truth strikes 


deep, but it is quick, They believed, 


and were saved, and immediately con- 
fessed Christ by being baptized. 
VI. The fruits of converston,—(33- 
34.) No sooner was the jailer converted 
than his new life bore fruit. Before his 


conversion, he committed Paul and Silas 
unmercifully to the stocks; now, he 
Before, he was 
terrified, and drew his sword to take his 
own life; now, he rejoices, “ believing 
in God.”

The Standard of the Prophet. 


The Standard of the Prophet--the San- 
jak Scheriff, or Grand Standard, as it is 
called—is the principal banner used by 
Mahomet in his wars, and figured nota- 
bly on the occasion of his triumphal entry 
into Mecea. It is a piece of dark camel- 
ot some twelve feet long, and it is said 
to have formed part of the curtain which 
hung before the door of the room belong- 
ing to the Prophet’s favorite wife, Ayes- 
ha. Witha view to its protection it is 
covered first with another flag—that of 


Omar, the second caliph—and in the next . 
place with forty coverings of taffeta; while 


over ail these envelopes isa case of green 


cloth. It should be proof against all: 


harm, one would think. 

To enhance the sacredness of the 
standard, a copy of the Koran in the 
handwriting of Omar has been placed 
within its wrappings, and likewise the 


silver key of the Kaaba which was pres- 


ented by the Scheriff of Mecca to Selim 
I in 1517, when the Caliphate of the 
Moslem world was transferred from the 
last of the Abbassides to the Ottoman 
dynasty. Yet another copy of the Ko 
ran—written, it is said, by Osman, ‘the 
third of the caliphs—is contained in 

a square silver box which surmounts 
this Labarum of Moslem hosts. 

The Sanjak Scheriff was brought to 
Constantinople from Damascus in 1595, 
and was thence carried to the Turkish 
army then engaged in a war against 
Hungary and Wallachia. Previous to 
that time it had been carried at the head 
of the annual pilgrimages to Mecca. It 
is, however, only when the Sultan him- 
selt or his Grand Vizier assumes the per- 
sonal command of the army that the 
Sanjak Scheriff is borne into battles. 
When a campaign is intrusted to ordin- 
ary officers the Sacred Banner is simply 
displayed in the capital at the opening 
of the war. In time of peade it is kept 
along with other relics of Mahomet in a 
chapel attached to the seraglio. 

. From the description given of the 
Standard of the Prophet, it will be evi- 
dent how strongly it appeals to the re- 
ligious feeling of Mussulmans. It car- 


ries them back to the days and the | 


scenes in which their faith came into the 
world, and to the men whom it carried 
to victory. Mahomet, Omar, Osman, 
the Koran, Mecca, the Kaaba, and all 
these names suggest, pass before the vis- 
ion at the sight of the Sacred Standard. 
War under such a banner becomes war 
in the service of the Faith; and is liable 
to all the excesses which men allow them- 
selves to commit when they regard one 


another as the enemies of God and the 


objects of His curse. Let us hope that 


the Standard of the Prophet will not be 
disturbed,

THE ‘Woman’ S Bokko OF THE

We spoke last week of the admirable 
paper written for the Woman’s Baptist 
Missionary Seciety, by Mrs. R. M. 
Luther, of Rennington, Vt. This week 
we reprint a portion, and will endeavor 
to conclude our extracts in the next 
issue of: Tue Paciric. It should be 
issued in some compact, attractive form 
for general distribution, and no doubt it 
will be, and we bespeak a copy for each 
of our auxiliaries, and° an indefinite 
number for our Board, whenever thus 


to be obtained. Such a “ campaign doc-. 


ument” we have seldom had. 

The paper in question opens by ask- 
ing, “ Where shall we work?,” and 
finds answer in the command, ‘* Go ye 
Then the writer 
takes up the question of comparative 
effort, thus contrasting what is done 
for our forty millions at home and the 
nine hundred millions of heathen. 

*** Tn the United States we have forty- 
one powerful organizations for the pro- 
clamation of the gospel, and for special 
Christian work in this country alone ; 
namely, eighteen home mission societies, 
five freedmen’s societies, two Bible so- 
cieties, eight ministerial education socie- 
ties, ten religious publication societies. 

**On the other band, there are in the 
United States only seventeen societies 
for foreign mission-work. The contrast 
becomes more glaring, when we consid- 
er that these seventeen foreign mission- 
ary societies represent the entire effort 
of American Christians for the evangel- 
ization of nine hundred millions of 
heathen ; while the forty-one societies 


for home-work do not claim to do more 


than a portion of the work annually 
performed among the forty millions of 
inhabitants of this enlightened land. 

‘* Nearly every State has in it organ- 
izations for Christian work within its 
own limits. The State conventions, State 
Sunday-school unions, State Bible socie- 
ties, and State young men’s Christian 
associations, are earnestly and succese- 
fully engaged in cultivating the waste 
places, and supplementing the more lim- 
ited and yet faithful efforts of the indi- 
vidual churches scattered throughout 
each commonwealth. Furthermore, 
each city, town and village is supplied 


with more churches than are strictly 


necessary for the church-going por. 
tion of the population. Few of 
them are more than half filled on Sun- 
day; and they are not empty because 
the people cannot, but because they 
will not, comein. 

“In the village of B——, ae I re. 
side, we have less than three thousand 
inhabitants. - About six hundred of 
theee are Catholics. Of the remainder, 
six or eight hundred go to no church 
whatever. Is it because they do not 
know that there are four Protestant 


churches in the place, to any one of | 


which they would be welcomed, and 
where, if need be, they would be given 
free sitting? Every family has been 
visited, and urged to attend the services 
of some church. Their children have 
been invited to every one of the six 


eSunday schools; and whole families 


have been clothed, and otherwise assist- 
ed, in the vain hope, tbat, in return for 


all this outlay of money and effort, 


‘they would gratify the — by com- 
ing to their church. 

“Does a new family move into town, 
how quickly are they visited, and invit- 
0 You 
should see, as I have done, the crest- 


fallen look of a zealous church- 
worker, on being informed by the 
new family that they had already 


been visited, and secured for ‘another 
church. I would by no means 
ridicule these earnest effcrts to fill the: 
vacant pews in ‘ our church,’ or to in- 
crease the attendance on ‘ our Sunday- 
school’: but I refer to them merely to 


cultivated. Every church has its Sun- 


day-school, and some have mission- 
schools i in addition.

Sunday-schools, affording ample accom— 
modation for every child in the village > 
but some of our faithful workers are so» 


fearful that they have not done all their :

for foreign missions ; why, the churches. 
in our village are giving five hundred” 


dollars every year for the heathen ;; 


that is enormous; charity begms at 
home ; 


ing; just look at the ignorance and: 
vice right here among us,’ I reply; 
‘ Yes, we are giving five hundred dol- 
lars for the conversion and education of 
nine hundred millions ; but we are pay- 
ing, in the three items of school-tax, 
ministers’ salaries, and Sunday-sehcol 
expenses, no less than fifteen thousand 
four hundred dollars for the benefit of 


the less than three thousand inhabitants. — 


of our village. In other words, we are 


giving one two hundred- thousandth of 


one cent for the conversion of each 
heathen who has never heard of Christ, . 
and FIVE DOLLARS for each heathen here, 


who has a Bible in bis house, a free li- 


brary where he can go daily ‘and read, 
four churches and six Sanday-schools- 
within a mile of his home, and some 
six or eight hundred earnest Christians. 
all around him, from any one of whom 
he could learn the way of life, if he 
were to he deprived of all other means,” 

“ These figures appear startling ; but 
all I ask is, that yon will kindly take 
paper and pencil, and set down, first the 
population of the place in which yon 
live; then add up. the various sums 
spent in your town for ministers’ sala-- 
ries, Sunday-school expenses, and edu- 
cational work, and put the quotient by- 


itself. Then add together the contribu-. 


tions of the various churches for foreign 
missions, and divide this sum by nine 
hundred - millions. Then compare the 
two quotients. 

**Does some one say, ‘ You should 
not take an insignificant little village 
among the Green Mountains as an ex- 
ample ; ; if you would come to our town 
or city you would have to make differ- 
ent estimates.’ Perhaps I might; but. 
I think [ should’ find a similar propor- 
tion. If you give more for foreign 
missions, you will probably find that 
your home expenses are larger than 
ours; and I doubt if under the most 


favorable circumstances you can bring ~ 


the proportion to one cent for each 
heathen abroad to five dollars for each: 
unbeliever in your own town.”

But 
godliness tends directly to develop and 
strengthen this quality in human char- 
acter.

Pioneering for Christ in the Rocky 
Mountains, 


The first church organization and first 
church building in Lake City, Col., as 
well as all the San Juan country, was 
the Presbyterian. The organization was 
effected by the frequent trips of Rev. 
Alex. M. Darley from his home, a hun- 
dred miles away—trips that involved 
great hardships, some personal danger, 
and expenses that have left him still in 
debt, upon which he has to pay interest 
at the rate of. twenty-four per cent. 

‘The church building was erected 
largely by the labors of Rev. Geo. M. 
Darley, missionary in charge. Day 
after day he toiled in the building, from 
5 a.m. to 9 Pp. m.—as long as he could 
see to work—until three times he was 
laid aside by mountain fever, and then 
lay in his little log cabin, tossing on a 
bed of shavings, with his boots for a 
pillow. Little does the church at large 
realize the sufferings, hardships and per- 
ils incident to church work at the fore 
front, 

Last season a new settlement started 
up to the west of Lake City. It was 
the extreme settlement toward Utah. 
As it flourished, appeals were sent for 
ministers. The Presbyterian» church, 
the pioneer church of the Rocky mount- 
ains, often in advance of their zealous 
Methodist bréthren, heard the appeal, 
and I requested the Rey. Geo. M. Dar- 
ley, of Lake, to visit them as early as 
possible. To know duty is to attemp 
its discharge, with Mr. Darley. | 

Finding a young printer that wanted 
to go to Ouray, they procured a burro 
to carry their blankets and provisions, 
and started out on foot, March 20th. 
The snow was from one to five feet 
deep, and the distance 125 miles, through 
@ wilderness without an inhabitant, ex- 
cept at the Ute Indian Agency. The 
first day they walked 25 miles, reaching 
a deserted log cabin. During the day, 
the tin plates and coffee-pot were lost 
from the burro; and the third day, the 
bread, by constant jolting upon the 
burro, had become so fine as to necessi- 
tate eating with a spoon; while the 
snow-storms were so continuous that 
much of the way they could not find 
any wood dry enough to make a fire. 
After a couple of hours’ sleep they were 
up and on their way,at 5 a.m. All 


}nevolence at his disposal, the question, 


That night they lay down in the snow, 
in a rootless cabin. Unable to sléep in 
their wet clothes, they arose at - mid- 
night, and at 3 a. m. started on, making 
by night 34 miles. Lying down in the 
mud and slush, they were kept awake 
by the wolves, scenting the provisions, 
and coming so near that the snap of 
their teeth in the darkness had a most 
ominous sound. The fourth night, in 
the midst of a severe snow-storm, they 
reached the Indian Agency, having had 
altogether only about three hours’ sleep 
in three nights. Four days and three 
nights their clothes had been soaking 
wet, and part of the time frozen. Their 
feet and Jegs had swollen to twice their 
natural size, and they were in danger of 
being permanently crippled. While 
bathing their limbs with whisky, an old 
frontiersman looking on thought it a 
great waste of the whisky. He would 
have taken it internally and rubbed the 
limbs with the bottle. 7 

And now comes the last and hardest 
day of all. It is 25 miles to Ouray, 
every step of which will be acute pain 
and torture. -In that 25 miles the Un- 
compahgre river, a rushing mountain 
torrent of ice-water, is to be waded 21 
times. Only able to crawl out of their 
blankets with great pain, they started 
on that-journey, the horrors of which 
none can know who has not been simi- 
larly situated. Coming to the river, 
seizing hold of the ears and tail of the 
burro, they would throw him off the 


then plunge in after him. Placing a 
pole in the rocks below them, they are 
kept from being swept down by the 
swift current; and thus, waist deep, 
they wade through the ice-water to the 
further shore. Another mile through 
the snow, and then another ice-bath. 
And thus, snow and ice-water until 8 
Pp. M., when they reach Ouray, Rev. 
Geo. Darley being the fiyst minister of 
the gospel to visit that place. 

Pluck always wins in this country, 
and it is not to be wondered at that the 
citizens of Ouray, of all denominations, 
rallied around the blue banner of Pres- 
byterianism, and gave their names for 
a church organization. |

Beyond a temporary embarrassment, 
the very revenge which riotous strikers 
seek, fails, because cities must pay for 
losses inflicted by mobs, principal and 
interest, and legislatures will be asked 
for relief-bills, and higher fares after- 
ward must make reimbursement. So- 
ciety insures and re-insures all property 
from mobs, and must pay, as long as it 
has anything to pay with. If nothing 
else will do, a special tax must be laid 
upon every man’s property, for restoring 
the losses of such as have been wanton- 
ly stripped of their property by illegal 
processes. So that all the recent de- 
struction of railway and other property 
is not only a crime, a folly and a fail- 
ure—it is also a public burden and ca- 


lamity. 


The folly of striking for higher wages, 
and trying to compel compliance with 
the demand by acts of violence and 
scenes of destruction, is manifest, when 
one thinks that in pursuing such courses 
the destroyers take away from those on 
whom the demand is madé both the 
ability and the disposition to comply 
with the demand. How can they pay 
higher wages when their property is 
ruined ? and how can they bring them- 
selves to the re employing of those who 
have brought that ruin upon them? 
The object of a strike has failed unless 
it has convinced an employer that it is 
for his advantage to pay the higher 
wages which have been demanded. 


- So much praise as this, from the Vir- 

ginia City ‘“‘ Enterprise,” San Francisco, 
in spite of her faults, certainly deserves : 
“ The whole East ought to learn a les- 
son from San Francisco. There was 
more danger of a fearful riot in San 
Francisco than in any KEastern city. 
Had it once become general, it would 
have been frightful, because on this 
coast every loafer is armed, and the 
most of them are good shots, and very 
few of them are at all shaken at the 
crack of a pistol. In this emergency, 
San Francisco did not trust to the State 
militia nor to United States soldiers. 
The citizens took the matter in hand, 
and with such occasion, and with such 
good jndgment, that tke rioters knew 
in an hour that they were making a 
hopeless attempt, and that if they persist 
ted their course would 1ead to certain 
destruction. 'That knowledge did the 
business. A like proceeding in the 
Eastérn cities would have led to equally 
satisfactory results. San Francisco may 
be put down as the champion riot-quell- 


Our English cousins, since General 
Grant’s departure for the continent, have 
been exciting themselves, over a couple 
of books, which have sprung into,a sud- 
den notoriety. They are both classed 
as indecent books, though ohe is from 
the high party in the church, and the | 
other is from no church, and a rather 
‘atheistic party. One. of these publica- 
tions is for the use of confessors in the 
ritualistic section of the church, and sug- 
gests the putting of such questions to 
women and girls as startle staid and 
careful people from their propriety. The 
other book is fr_m Mr. Bradlaugh and his 
‘naturalistic’ sect, who propose to limit 
the too rapid increase of population by 
methods which will not bear public dis. 
cussion. It is a singular coincidence 
that two classes of persons, in most re- 
spects so diverse, should, at the 
same time, and in a similar way, shock 
the good sense, and violate the good 
taste, of the reading classes of the Brit- 
ish people. We must not advise them. 
They know very well how to deal with 
such offenders. They have no sympa- 
thy with those who pass over the line in 
the direction of the hinding place of 
scam ps. 


- In a late report of the Massachusetts 
Board of Health we find the following 
deductions from about 25,000 subjects 
in the public and private schools of Bos- 
ton. That, up to the age of eleven or 
twelve, boys (of several races) are taller 
and heavier than girls, while for the next 
two or three years the tables are turned, 
the girls nearly completing their full 
growth, and after that the boys regain 
the ascendancy ; that at heights below 
58 inches boys are heavier than girls in 
proportion to their stature, while at 


that the children of American-born par- 


ents are taller and heavier than the chil- 
dren of -foreign-born parents; that the 
pupils of American parentage, of cer- 
tain private schools, surpass in these par- 
ticulars the public-school pupils, as well 
as English boys of about the same social 
grade. ‘It will thus be seen,” says Dr. 
Bowditch, “that the theory of the phy- 
sical degeneration of the Anglo-Saxon 
race in America derives no support from 
this investigation” ;and he adds ina 
foot-note, on the authority of a lady of 
his acquaintance, that “London dealers 
in ready-made children’s clothing re- 
commend to American customers sizes 
adapted to English children one year 
older than those for whom the garments 
are purchased.” We have never been 


who have come to the conclusion that 
native Americans were losing their vigor, 
and that the cid stock was dying out. 
We are pleased, therefore, when we find 
some investigations which result in 
turning the points in another direction. 


Thus writes a distinguished clergyman 
recently, from Texas : “There is no pass- 
ing through this state with open eyes and 
ears without having the conviction 
forced upon the heart, that the problem 
of the colored, people is the hard one 
which remaigs to be solved. There isa 
tremendous prejudice, hardly less 
strong now than in the the ante-war 
days, against all attempts to educate the 
negro. The masses cf the Southern 
people do not believe in it, they stand 
ready to oppose it. They believe that 
the negro was created to be a hewer of 
wood and drawer of water, and that 
education unfits him for his place. And 
there can be no question that through 
the South they will shut him out of ed- 
ucational privileges just as long as they 
can. And, unless I greatly misjudge, 
the ministers of the gospel of all denom- 
inations are largely responsible for this 
feeling.”? And thus writes an officer of 
the army from the state of Mississippi: 
“Just now they are not killing very 
lively in this state. But if the Repub- 
licans should so far elevate their heads 
as to show signsof dangerous life in po- 
litical matters you would frequently hear 
of unfortunate affrays, tragedies, fatal 
occurrences ; but never under the cor- 
rect designation of infamous and diabol- 
ical murders.”” So it would seem that 
neither the colored people nor their 
friends, whether in education or politics, 
are to have their rights, much less those 
privileges and favors, which the great 
and strong, in their magnaminity, should 
freely accord to the uninstructed, the 
unfriended and the weak.

Philosophy in State Colleges, 

One of the’ difficulties of the purely 
secular view of the “ higher education,” 
emerges in the departments of Mental 
and Moral Philosophy. The mode in 
which those studies are taught must in- 
evitably affect all questions that arise 
in theology. Thus, Bascom, who is 
himself the president of a state univers- 
ity—that of Wisconsin—in_ his latest 
work, “ Philosophy of Religion,” labors 
to show at length that the existence of 
God, in the theistic sense of that term, 
cannot be substantiated logically on the 
basis of materialism, or the sense-philos- 
ophy. He shows that the argument 
from causation will yield only the kind 
of Cause which is allowed in the con- 
ception which this psychology admits. 
If Intelligence is only one of the corre- 
lated forces, then the Divine Intelli- 
gence is only one of that order of forces. 
If Conscience, in the chair of Moral 
Philosophy, is declared to be the cul- 
mination of organism, then the moral 
attributes which we ascribe to Deity are 
only the outcome and upshot of causes 
that belong to the Universe itself—not 
to any Power who stands above nature, 
and rules over it. If the university 
teach a’ Psychology according to Spen- 
cer, or Bain, or Maudsley, or Taine, 
then Theology cannot maintain itself 
consistently except as Pantheism. If, 
with Oliver Wendell Holmes, we liken 
liberty to a drop of water in amber— 
if that is all our mental science will al- 
low—then we cannot, except by vio- 
‘lence, or in a furtive way, rise to the 
conception of a sovereign and holy 
Will. So, those gentlemen in Chicago 
who are expurgating text-books will 
find it necessary to remove all expres- 
sions which recognize the spiritual ele- 
ment in man, as well as the divine 
name. So, also, it should not surprise 
anybody who is intelligent, that Chris- 
tian people inquire what sort of mental 
science is taught in our schools supported 
by the public purse. It will not do to 
say, ‘We teach an unsectarian Psychol- 


ogy.” What is an unsectarian Psy- 
chology ? | 


Catholic missionaries in all parts of Asia, 
in India, China, Japan, and-the Malay- 
an Archipelago. The Rev. Dr. Field, in 
describing his ascent of the first range 
of the Himalayas, says: ‘‘ On the ridge 
of Mussoorie, on its highest point, which 
commands a view of the Snowy Range 
for more than a hundred miles, stands a 
convent, which educates hundreds of the 
daughters of Protestant Englishmen, as 
well as those of its own faith.

No church ever had 
a@ more successful administration of its 
affiairs and no minister ever made or 
left a better record than did Dr. Che- 
ney in San Francisco. His old church 
gives him a hearty welcome back, and 
many friends join with them. 


From the Valparaiso ‘ Record” :

Dr. Simon, 
in a subsequent gddress, endorsed the 
general principle of Mr. Dickenson’s 
recommendation—a clearer line drawn 
between the classical and mathematical 
training and the theological, a closer 
connection with the national universi- 
ties, and a reduction in the number of 
Congregational training colleges. With 
these views the Rev. R. W. Dale ex- 
pressed a general assent. | 


PrussIAN Srorms.—lIn Ber- 
lin a very considerable party desire to 
get rid of the Creed, and stormy scenes 
have occured in the Berlin Synods in 
the discussion of the question. Dr. 
Hermann, president of the chief Evangeli- 
cal Council, heads the excluding party, 
while the orthodox have been led by 
Dr. Hegel, president of the Consistory 
of Brandenburg. Dr. Hegel is son of 
the celebrated philosopher of that name, 
whose philosophy consisted in develop- 
ing the entire phenomenal universe, in- 
cluding Christianity, out of a ‘logical 
formula. LEcclesiastically Dr. Hermann 
is the superior of Dr. Hegel, and sharp 
collisions occur between them. At 
last Dr. Hegel tendered his resignation. 
The Emperor refused to accept it, ad- 
dressing a letter to Dr. Hegel, in which 
he says that he and his royal ancestors 
have always held the Apostles’ Creed, 
and proceeds thus: “In the very mo- 
ment when, as lately happened with one 
Synod in the capital belonging to the 
organs of the Evangelical Church, the 
symptoms of irreligion and heterodoxy 
came forth in such a degree that the 
removal of the Apostolic Creed is asked, 
and that publicly, I cannot dismiss the 
councillors who are known as clinging 
to the orthodox faith, without perplex- 
ing the notions of my people. On this 
account I refuse to accept your resigna- 
tion of office.” His Majesty attested 
his orthodoxy by sending a telegram of 
thanks and congratulation to the Synod 
of Elberfeld when that reverend body | 
telegraphed to him that they adhered 
to the Apostolic Creed without a dissen- | 
tient voice. It is not thought likely, 
however, that the Emperor will dismiss 
Dr. Hermann and Dr. Falk, the most 
influential of the Liberals.
